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THE NONANTUM CRICKET CLUB 


The game or crirkel la played wher- 
ever Englishmen go to live, from Au- 
stralia to Cnnndn. Even In China and 
India Ihe.v piny It, nn<l upon the hlnck 
lava beds or the Cape Verde Islands; 
hut H does not appear to have been 
imported In the Mayflower and has 
never taken a deep root In this coun- 
try except in the city of 1'hilndolphin. 
The reason for this, is that the 
wealthy young men of Poston and 
New York do not take nn interest in 
it, — which Is a pity, for as .lames 
D'Wolfc Lovett says in his book on 
old Boston boys, it is one of Ihe 
noblest games ever Invented by man. 
There is no other field sport which 
requires so much skill, Ptudy and ex- 
perience to make an accomplished 
player of It. Baseball may be learned 
in n single se-ason, but It requires 
years of practice to become a cricket- 
er at all. It also requires much more 
courage than any fleld sport except 
football, and this without being in the 
least brutal. The single objection to 
It, which is decidedly and American 
objection, is the amount of time it 
requires. Two and sometimes three 
days are occupied by the great Eng- 
lish matches; and where individual 
players make more than a hundred 
runs this is not to be wondered at. 
There Is nothing like making a big 
score at cricket. It requires qualities 
of mind and character as well as physi- 
cal aptitude. 

Ball playing in any case Is an intel- 
lectual and not a physical gift. It 
would seem to be a faculty for esti- 
mating curves. We do not strike at 
where the ball Is but where It is going 
to be a second later. This is still 
more evident in the fielding of fly 
catchers. A slow* man cannot become 
a good ball player, but there are many 
quick men who cannot do it any bet- 
ter. I had two friends in my youth, 
both distinguished athletes and at 
least as quick as I was, and yet they 
never could play ball at all. George 
Wright, Lovett, and Joslin could play 
baseball and cricket equally well, and 
John A. Lowell, the catcher of the 
Bowdoins, the first good ball club or- 
ganized here, once played in a cricket 
match and distinguished himself by 
making the best score on either side; 
but such players are rare. I found 
that playing cricket weakened my 
ball playing, especially in batting. 

Cricket was played at Harvard as 
early as 1825, and I have heard grad- 
uates of that time speak of It with en- 
thusiasm, but it was not played in a 
very scientific manner. The first good 
cricket in this vicinity was introduced 
thirty years later by some emigrants 
from the British provinces who formed 
the nucleus of the Boston Cricket 
Club. Although the two best batsmen, 
Draper and Blanchard were Ameri- 
cans. They imported two terrible fel- 
lows from New Brunswick, both nat- 
ural bowlers who could bowl more 
easily than they could throw — Martin 
and O'Brien, literally wicket smash- 
ers. In this way they made up a 
pretty strong team; but the quality of 
It was a good deal mixed, for they 
took anybody Into that club who had 
five dollars to spare for the purpose. 

I remember one fellow belonging to 
the large family of Sullivan, who bor- 
rowed a pair of spiked shoes, and find- 
ing them to short for his feet, cut the 
toe* off and returned them In that con- 
dition. 

About the same time cricket clubs 
formed by British mechanics sprung 
up at Lowell, Shelburne Fails and Fall 
River, and the hoys on Boston Com- 
mon formed junior clubs which grad- 
uated a number of fine players. 

William Linder’s father started the 
well known firm of Linder and Meyer 
in Boston and sent his son to Harvard 
college in 1859. William graduated in 
’63. and then went to London for a 
year, where he became greatly inter- 
ested in cricket, and on his return lo 
Newton, he organized the Nonantuni 
Club with the help of his friends, 
Charles Bixley of Cambridge, also a 
Harvnrd man, ami Brice Collard, a 
Boston Englishman. Two good bowl- 
ers, Charles Mixer and John Wilder, 
joined it from Boston Common. George , 
Jones, Waller Page, the two Sever- j 
ances and Louis Wood were active j 
Newton members; and I remember 
the names of Parker, Ely, Thayer, 
Fay and Brackett. Frank Stearns of 
the Harvard ball club joined in the 1 
autumn of 18G5 and became a perma- 
nent member of the eleven. 

At first the club met with some re- 
verses, as newly formed organizations 
are apt to do. We were defeated by 
the Dorchester Club and the Waltham 
Club— what the boys called “tin 
horn,” — but we won the return match 
against Dorchester in the autumn and 
defeated the Salem Club shortly after- 
wards. Linder, Wilder and Mixer did 
the bowling In these mutches. 

William Linder recognized that In 
order to improve the quality of his 
eleven, they must play matches with 
belter players than themselves. Ac- 
cordingly he arranged a mutch the fol- 
lowing season with the Boston second 
eleven of which it was said, that in 
order to beat it, it was necessary first 
to beat the Boston first eleven, for 
they were sure to smuggle a number 
of their first players into it. They did 
lids on the present occasion, but the 
Nonantuni Club though beaten made 
u creditable showing, and profiled by 
this lesson to defeat the New York 
ieeoml eleven shortly afterward. In 
the same year we commenced a long 
series of matches with the Chelsea 
Club, In some of which they were suc- 
cessful and others not; the final ad- 
vantage however resting with the N011- 
uinmiis. Stearns* underhand bowling 
was found to be effective in dispos- 
ing of the lull of an eleven. There 
were now three Linders in the eleven, 
Will. George and Tom. Parker and 
Fay were also added to the eleven. 
George Jones retired on account of 
business engagements, and Wilder ex- 
changed cricket for matrimony. 

The following season, Under, am- 
bitious to make a first class club of 
us. engaged an English professional 
named Hammond, and his father pur- 
chased a line square ground at the 
top of the first hill between Newton 
Corner and Boston— a ground which 
I was unable to locate when 1 looked 
for It some years since. There is no 
better class of Englishman in their 
way, than the cricket professionals, 
and Billy Hammond was a fair repre-

{tentative of them. He had none of 
the self conceit of the professional 
athlete, and nobody in the club was 
better liked. He wns n small man 
but with nn excellent figure and the 
eye of a hawk. He was a straight 
bowler but not so effective ns Under 
or perhaps Mixer; nml strange to say 
he did not play a straight bat. which 
is the first rule of a good batsman, 
and yet I have never seen the crick- 
eter who could make runs so fast ns 
Hammond If he once got his eye In. 
He was as likely as any of us to be 
caught on the first over but he made 
scores of thirty, forty, fifty and sixty 
in different matches, and that against 
the best bowling. 

The Nonantuni Club might now 
have been considered nlmost ideal. 
William Linder managed affairs with- 
out seeming to manage them, and 
knew better than to give Ills players 
advice when they were going in to 
bat. His rare criticisms were always 
just and discriminating, and the pleas- 
antness of his own nature Impressed 
Itself on all about him. On one oc- 
casion when I seemed likely for a 
score, he sent my friend Page to me 
to advise me not to play forward so 
much; but Page added, "use your own 
Judgment” There was no ill feeling 
what ever on the Nonantum grounds; 
nor any bad language or profanity 
that I can recollect, except when the 
Boston and New York clubs played 
there. 

With the assistance of Hammond 
we easily defeated the suburban 
clubs, with the exception of the Sa- 
lems which had engaged O’Brien as 
a bowler, and he was really the best 
bowler in the country, — much better 
than any professional. Soon after- 
wards he became distinguished as the 
pitcher of the Tri Mountain Ball Club. 
On Ihe fourth of July we played the 
Boston first eleven, but they brought 
out the strongest team they had ever 
collected, including two English pro- 
fessionals, Blanchard. Draper, and a 
New Yorker named Jardiean. The 
result was that we were badly beaten, 
but the fielding of the Nonantums was 
better than the Bostons, and In the 
second Innings, Hammond and Stearns 
got together and ran up a Bcore of 
nearly fifty runs before they were 
parted. Age makes a great difference 
In cricket, and the youngest man in 
the Boston eleven was older than 
Blxby, the senior member of our club. 
Hammond’s idea that he could bowl 
the Boston players, proved to be a 
fallacy. 

It was at this time that Linder dis- 
covered the art of bowling what were 
called break-bucks; that Is balls that 
twisted in from the off side. Players 
who have formed the habit of cutting 
at balls on the off side, find it dif- 
ficult to deal with, and are apt to 
give catches from them. In this way 
Linder once took out Draper on the 
first ball. Tom Linder caught it. Par- 
ker and Jones were both capital long- 
stops. 

Mixer never learned to twist a ball, 
but he was a remarkable straight 
bowler with a. very good pitch. The 
whole secret of cricket lies in deliv- 
ering the ball so that it will strike 
the ground beyond the reach of the 
batsman, and yet near enough to pre- 
vent his seeing It distinctly after It 
rises. 

Mixer once bowled me five such 
balls In succession right on the mid- 
dle stump, so that I had to block every 
one of them. The sixth ball was a 
little to leg, and I made six runs on 
it. 

The great match of this year, 1867,. 
was played at Newton, between a 
picked eighteen of the Nonantum and 
Salem clubs, and the Young American 
club of Philadelphia. The main 
strength of the Young America’s re- 
sided In their chief bowler, Charles 
Newhall, the swiftest bowler in the 
world, whose balls raced past the 
wicket at the rate of a mile n minute. 
He us almost a giant in stature, and 
delivered the ball with a straight arm 
over his head, so that it flew up at 
the batsman in n truly dangerous man- 
ner. He broke the jaw of Pomeroy of 
the St. George club, and canto near 
killing the president of his own club. 
Batting against him was more like 
going into battle than ordinary cricket 
playing, and It Is to he hoped that 
Lite like of him will never be seen 
again. 

Talking with O’Brien ihe evening 
before the match, he gave Ills opin- 
ion that we would win It ; and so we 
did. The fielding of the eighteen kept 
down the score of the Young America 
and Newhall'K bowling kept down the 
score of the Salem and Nonantum; but 
in the second Innings Will Linder ami 
Stearns made a stand together that 
won ihe game. Linder cut a hall 
from Charles Newhall down lo the 
gale for four runs, and Stearns hit 
him to leg for five. The excellent 
bowling of Horace Perkins of Salem 
was also Instrumental in affecting the 
result. 

In the evening Wm. Under senior 
gave u generous banquet to t he twen- 
ty-nine players. 

In the following season, 1868, after 
defeating the Harvard club twice, 
without Hammond, and beating the 
Boston club in two pructlce games, 
we started on a lour to New York and 
Philadelphia, playing cricket from 
Monday morning till Friday night. 
Our first match wub with the Willow 
club of Brooklyn, and in this game 
Hammond and Stearns again made 
a stand to-gethor, batting the ball 
about the field for more than an hour 
for nearly sixty runs, of which Ham 
Diond made about two-thirds. Blxby 
also made a good score, and we liud 
so many rum* to spare that it seems a 
pity we could not have made use of 


them on the following day In the match 
with the New York club which proved 
to be a very stiff contest. The New 
Yorkers brought out a strong tenm, 
including Hudson, a famous hat of 
those times, and the score stood at 
about seventy to sixty-five in their 
favor. Tom Under distinguished him- 
self in the game by a difficult left 
hand catch at point and by hitting a 
big ball across a brook for six runs. 
Mixer also bowled remarkably well. 

In Philadelphia we were the guests 
of The Young America club and they 
certainly treated us handsomely; but 
It was said In those days that no other 
club could beat the Young Americas 
on their own ground, and we found it 
so. It was not a turf ground at all, but 
a clay soil rolled so as to be as hard 
and almost as smooth, as a board. It 
was n fine cricket ground for those 
who were used to it, but the reason 
why Young America was defeated at 
Newton was probably owing to the 
thick turf of our ground. Linder's 
break backs would not work on the 
Young Americas’ ground and our en- 
tertainers rolled up a big score. The 
same thing happened there to the 
Boston club, two years before. 

The effect of the difference of 
grounds was exemplified the follow- 
ing day Friday, In our match with 
the Germantown club, whose ground 
was the finest I have ever played on. 
By good bowling and fielding we kept 
down the score of our adversaries, 
who made about seventy runs in each 
innings. At the close of the first in- 
nings the Nonantums had a fair 
chance to win. Stearns made twenty- 
elght against Meade, a beautiful left 
hand bowler, who afterwards bowled 
with Charles Newhall against tho All 
England eleven, and others made smal- 
ler scores; but In the second innings, 
Stearns was foolishly run out by Ham- 
mond on the very first over. Ham- 
mond was bowled by Meade immed- 
iately afterward, and this would seem 
to have discouraged the rest of the 
eleven, for they all went out for small 
figures. Morgan of the Germantown 
club hit Hammond to square leg for 
seven runs, but it would not have 
been a seven hit if anybody but Tom 
Smallwood had fielded the ball. 

The Philadelphia expedition was the 
pleasantest experience in our cricket- 
ing years. We met gentlemen there 
and were treated like gentlemen. 
There was no bitterness in the rivalry 
between the clubs, and we were not 
obliged to hear unpleasant remarks. 

In the following August we had our 
revenge on the New York club in a 
match played on the Newton grounds. 
Our first innlnga of a hundred and 
twenty odd runs, decided the game. 
Hammond made sixty, Blxby twenty, 
and Will Linder flteen. The succeed- 
ing match with the Boston club was 
lost by a lack of strategy. We made 
the most in the first innings, but a 
short score In the second; so that 
nothing was required to win but to de- 
lay the game until sunset. This 
might have been done by means of 
swift bowling— Louis Wood and San- 
derson — but nobody thought of it until 
after the game was over. 

In September the All England eleven 
of professionals came to this country 
and gave the finest exhibition of ball 
playing that I have ever seen, — some- 
thing much better than Dr. Grace’s 
team of gentlemen which came four 
years later. Linder wished to have 
the match on the Newton grounds — the 
only suitable place for It — but the com- 
mittee of the Boston club wanted to 
make money on it, and Insisted on 
having it played at the Riverside Trot- 
ting Park. The net result was iliat 
they lost several hundred dollars on 
their speculation, and as Wllshlr, the 
English captain said, a "stubble field 
ot home would be better.” The low 
tone of the Boston club was always 
an injury to cricket in this section. 

W. Under Hammond, Boott Blxby, 
Stearns and T. Linder were selected 
for the match from our club; but going 
to the bat against midi bowlers us 
Freeman and Torrent merely meant , 
to lose your wicket on the first or 
second over. Even Hammond could 
not make runs against them. They 
wore not quite so swift as Newhall, 
but much more accurate and effective. 
Jupp batted against <’li arles Newhall 
for nearly two hours; and the burly 
Griffiths drove him ahead, again and 
again for three and four runs. It 
was a remarkable feat of human 
strength and skill. When Freeman 
went to the bat, lie hit at the first 
ball that was bowled, but it shot and 
took his wicket, for which his com- 
panions laughed at him heartily. Many 
a good player has met with the same 
luck. 

In 1869 Tiie Nonantum club main- 
tained the good position It had gained 
without, however, winning any fresh 
laurels. The chief sen Ballon of 1I10 
year was tho surprising development 
of Tom Smallwood as a batsman uml 
a bowler, one of ihe slightest figures 
in 1 lie club, lie nevertheless hecume 
Its hurdcst hitter, and his bowling was 
fairly equal to Under's, in 1870 we 
won a victory over every club iliat 
was willing to pluy with us. including 
the Boston. We bud commenced at 
the foot and came out at the lop. 

This however, was tho last year of 
the Nonantum Cricket Club. In 1869 
Hammond left us to become keeper 
of the Boston base ball grounds, but 
be died of pneumonia shortly after 
ward. William Under also died In 
1871 of a hereditary com plaint which 
many supposed to have been hastened 
by violent exercise under our hot sun. 
If this was the case it was a very ex- 
: ceptional one, for 1 have never heard 
! of another instance like it. Of all 
' classes of athletes bail players are 
the most healthy and longest lived. 

Some years later Fay met me in Bos- 


ton and talking of old times he said, 
"I miss William Linder every week;” 
and for my part I can say that 1 nev- 
er bad a truer or a kinder friend. 
Once when my spiked slices dtssn- 
penred nml 1 could not And them, he 
hunted them up and brought them to 
me. Tom Under distinguished him- 
self hi 1872 by making the best score 
against All England eleven of any 
cricketer In the United States.

MR. ALLEN DEAD 

William C. Allen died Friday nt ihe 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Edward 
E. Fernntd, at .11 Newell road, Auburn* 
dale, ngod 94 years. 

William Cow per Allen was born on 
Jnn. 20, 1815, in the old Castle Hill 
homestead in Medfield. which has 
been In the fnmlly for nine genera- j 
tlons. While In Walthnnr he was the 
schoolmate of Nathaniel P. Banks, 
who Inter was a general of federal 
troops In the civil war and still Inter 
was governor of the commonwealth. 
They were great chums and were al- 
ways referred to aa "Nat” and “Bill. 

In 1843 he married Hnrriet Coggln 
at Mt. Vernon, N. H.. and they had 10 
children. His wife died In 1865. Ho 
married Abble B. Kern of MIllls in 
1882, and they had two children, Hor- 
ace and Lucy, who live In Medfield. 

Mr. Allen was the first farmer to 
peddle milk in Medfield and he bought 
and operated the first mowing ma- 
chine having a yoke of oxen to haul it. 
With his father, Mr. Ellis Allen, and 
the late Jacob R. Cushman, he was 
active Jn the operation of the so-called 
“underground railroad” in slavery 
days. 

He was a pioneer believer In the 
water cure. This cure was severely 
criticised at the time, but Mr. Allen 
often related how, when ills boy Frank 
was stricken with smallpox, he cured 
him In a short time by giving him the 
water treatment, packing him in ice 
water sheets nine times a day and 
taking out all of the windows of the 
house to give him fresh air, and how 
he cured him by this treatment. 

A brief funeral service was held at 
9.30 Sunday morning at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. Edward E. Fernald, 
31 Newell road, Rev. Julian C. Jaynes 
of the First Unitarian church ofllciat- 1 
ing. The body was then taken to Med- 
fleld, where there was a service at 2 
P. M. In the Unitarian church, burial 
being made in Vine Lake cemetery in 
that town.

NEWTON CLUB 

The after dinner smoker held Sat- 
urday wub well attended about one 
hundred representative men gathering 
to hear a debate between Col. Albert 
Clarke, secretary of th Home Market 
club and Mr. Charles H. Jones of 
Wellesley on the well worn Bubject of 
the tariff. In connoction with the dis- 
cussion, a friend has asked the pub- 
lication of the following quotation for 
a recent number of the London Econ- 
omist: — 

"Turning to the reports of poor law 
inspectors, we find a diversity between 
different parts of a county and even 
between adjoining and similar coun- 
ties. Thus two out of every fifty per- 
sons In the counties of Norfolk, Suf- 
folk and Dorset are paupers, compared 
with half that rate in I^ancashlre and 
Middlesex, while London had 17.3 in- 
door paupers per thousand on Jan- 
uary 1st, 1908 as against 6.2 in Mid- 
dlesex, 5 in West Riding, and 2.6 in 
Cardigan. 

Poor relief cost fourteen million 
pounds a year, three and one-half be- 
ing spent in London. Of the latter 
sum one million goes in maintenance, 
only £293,000. In out relief, and £858,- 
000. on salaries, which contrasts with 
not quite double that sum in the rest 
of England and WaleB. 

London poor rates come to 13s 3 l-4d 
per head as agalnBt 5 b in the rest of 
the country. Since 1898 the population 
has increased 11 per cent., expendi- 
ture on indoor relief 35 per cent., and 
on outdoor relief 13 per cent., and at 
the same time there has been a steady 
increase In the number of Indoor paup- 
ers and decrease in outdoor paupers, 
accompanied by more generous grants 
and stricter Investigation. ’

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With the incoming of March and 
the pending torrent of water bills, 
which next week, will flood the city, 
I am again compelled to call attention 
to the unnecessary high rate Newton 
consumers pay for water. Our charge 
of 35 cents per 3000 gallons is prac- 
tically the highest in the state and 
compares most unfavorably with our 
next door neighbor, Brookline, where 
the rate is but 3 6 cents. The receipts 
for 1908 from water rates were $138,- 
316786 and the total cost of mainten- 
ance and all items properly charged 
to current income was $121,119.14, 
leaving over $17,000 os profits for the 
year. Under these circumstances It 
seems proper to ask the city govern- 
ment for some reduction in the present 
rates for water. 

VICE MAYOR 

Editor of the Graphic: 

Your editorial of last week prompts 
me to suggest a change I have had in 
taind for some time. To my way of 
thinking we should have a vice mayor 
to act in the absence, sickness or 
death of the chief magistrate of the 
City, to preside over the board or 
aldermen, and the most Important 
thing of all is that he shall be elected 
by the voters of the City. Why 
should that not be as feasable as the 
election of the lieutenant governor of 
the State or the vice president of the 
United States; it is much the same 
situation only in a smaller way. The 
people should have the selection of 
the man in whose hands may come 
the reins of power, not the hoard of 
aldermen; and In the death or In- 
capacity of the mayor he shall serve 
the remainder of the term. That aug- 
ust body, In a city like Newton, would 
no doubt select as good a man to pre- 
side over their meetings as would 
the voters, but the other method would 
seem to me a better one. In regard 
to the size of the aldermanlc body I 
should favor an Increase rather than 
a decrease of members, giving them 
more power and larger responsibility.

Borne of the most Interesting hear- 
ings of the session were held the lal- 
iter part of last week. One, in particu- 
lar, lo charter the “Massachusetts Col- 
lege” brought out a new idea in edu- 
cation — that the college should be 
brought to the students, not tho stud- 
ents sent to the college. The support- 
ers of the desired legislation state that 
the higher learning now costs At least 
$1600 for a four years residence in a 
college community and Is entirely too 
expensive for the large majority of 
the population. It Is proposed to es- 
tablish n college, in which the exer- 
cises will he held at widely distributed 
centres of population, where the stud- 
ents may continue lo enjoy the bene- 
fits and moral restraints of home life 
and in some cases to work for a live- 
lihood. It Is expected that existing 
high school or normal school buildings 
can be utilized for afternoon and even- 
ing lectures, recitations and examin- 
ations. 

The permanent staff will consist of 
professors, assistant professors, in- 
structors and assistants, divided Into 
several departments of the Faculty, 
each covering a certain geographical 
province of Massachusetts. Resident 
teachers and clerks al each Centre of 
Instruction will administer the routine 
business. The lecturers of the per- 
manent stalT will conduct exercises at 
several Centres of Instruction within 
range of travel from the departmental 
city. Other lecturers will he selected 
from the seventeen existing institu- 
tions of higher learning in the State. 

The hearing developed the fact that 
Mr. Edmund D. Barbour who Is chief- 
ly interested in the movement has 
contributed $100,000 to the fund for 
the College and Intends to give the 
project his full attention In the future. 
With such a backer and with such a 
plan, there ought to be no question aB 
to the success of the “Massachusetts 
College." 

Another hearing which If the de- 
sired legislation ever becomes law will 
be of interest to Newton, is the at- 
tempt to turn over to the state a larg- 
er proportion of the fees for - liquor 
licenses. Boston receives at present 
about $1,500,000 for its liquor fees 
and pays the state about $350,000. It 
will easily be seen that if the law is 
changed it should have an effect on 
the state tax, an item in which New- 
ton has a large Interest. Similar 
attempts In the past to obtain this 
legislation have failed and there is 
no reason to suppose that this year 
will see any considerable change of 
heart by the legislature. Another tem- 
perance measure Ib that to abolish the 
sixth class liquor licenses held by 
druggists. Mr. Fred A. Hubbard of 
Newton, an ex member of the State 
Board of Pharmacy spoke in favor of 
having that board grant druggistB 
licenses Instead of the local govern- 
ments. 

Ex senator James H. Vahey has won 
a notable victory in the favorable re- 
port of the Judiciary on his bill to 
allow juries to return verdicts In mur- 
der cases with the qualification "with- 
out capital punishment." The measure 
will bo strongly opposed in both 
branches but I believe the average 
citizen does not favor capital punish- 
ment In this state except under extra- 
ordinary and atrocious circumstances, 
and the bill should become law. 

The bill to amend the city charter 
of Newton to make the mayor a mem- 
ber of the school committee has been 
passed to be enacted In both branches 
and will probably become a law in u 
short time. The amendment does not 
take effect until next year. 

At the hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Labor to still further amend the 
labor laws affecting city employes, 
no one appeared for this city, altho 
the measure will add still further to 
the vexatious burdens of the present 
eight hour law. While I firmly be- 
lieve In the eight hour law for prac- 
tically all classes of labor, it should 
be enforced with a certain amount of 
common sense, — a matter in which the 
present law Is entirely deficient. 

The expected has happened in the 
matter of women’s suffrage, notwith- 
standing the splendid demonstration 
of last week at the State House. The 
Committee on Constitutional Amend- 
ments, with but two dissenters has 
decided adversely to the pelltion to 
j strike out the word “male" In the 
state constitution. The matter will 
be fought out on the floor of the House 
and an interesting debate is antici- 
pated. 

The bill to authorize the city of 
Newton to pay a sum of money to the 
willow of the late City Engineer Farn- 
ham, which was recalled from the 
Governor Is again on the Senate cal- 
endar, and will be taken up after Gov- 
ernor Draper returns from Washing- 
ton. I do not believe a hurd and fast 
rule eau be maintained against mat- 
ters of this sort, and while there aro 
many cases In which the political ele- 
ment enters, the Farnhain bill is one 
which has an abundance of merit and 
should not be thrown out by a “rule 
of thumb."

Women’s Clubs.

While the nation is inaugurating Its 
President, the clubs are beginning to 
cast about for officers for the coming 
year. Nominating committees are al- 
ready at work. This fact suggests 
that the club year Is coming to a close. 
Many clubs can now count their re- 
maining meetings upon the fingers of 
one hand. Returning to the subject 
of nominating committees, the im- 
portance of their work cannot be over- 
estimated, since in roost cases their 
results are equivalent lo an election.

The 
present president of one of the large 
clubs in Greater boston stated recent- 
ly, that six years ugo she was not 
even a member of a woman's dub nor | 
ever expected to be, much less being 
president of otic*. To all appearances 
Bhe is to-day currying on the affairs 
of her organization with ability. Ro- 
tation in office is a principle which 
should be Introduced into most or- 
ganizations anti for most of the offi- 
ces. In this way the club is more 
easily kept from gel ting into ruts, a 


larger number of individuals are de- 
veloped and the interest is spread 
over a greater number of members. 
Whether the nomination should he 
equivalent to an election is a debat- 
able question. The Australian ballot 
adopted by the State is intended to 
give freedom of choice. Attempts 
have been made by clubs to adopt this 
method but with varying degrees of 
success. It has usually been suffi- 
ciently difficult for nominating com- 
mittees to secure one set of names to 
say nothing of finding more than one 
candidate for an office. Yet is the 
present method as democratic as it 
should be, is a question .which the 
Club Editor would like to leave with 
her readers.

KATAH DIN CLUB 

Tho annual banquet of the Katahdln 
Club was held at the Newton Club 
last Tuesday evening. There was a 
good attendance of members and 
friends and an Informnl reception 
was held In the parlors from 6.30 to 
7 when dinner wan served In the ban- 
quet hall. The tables were prettily 
decorated with potted plants and pine 
branches, representing the Pine Tree 
State, and during the evening an at- 
tractive musical program was present- 
ed by an orchestra under the direc- 
tion of Miss Gertrude M. Bourne and 
readings were given by Miss Edith 
Barnca Arey of Dorchester. Presi- 
dent George Agry, Jr., presided as 
toastmaster and after a few prelimi- 
nary remarks Introduced Representa- 
tive William F. Garcelon as the first 
speaker. He spoke of the Charms of 
tho Maine Women, the pure and In- 
vigorating air of that state and of 
some or the taverns and landlords 
From an old Maine register of 1843 he 
gave interesting figures of the popu 
lalion of the state at that time and 
showed how the cities and towns had 
grown since then. He stated that the 
high ideals of Its men and women 
were shown in business, the profes- 
sions and in politics, in the making 
of good laws and illustrated as ex- 
amples the late James G. Blaine, 
Thomas B. Reed and Nelson Dingley, 
Jr. Mr. Henry W. Dunne was the 
next speaker and created much amuse- 
ment by stating that there were many 
good things to eat in Maine. After 
several good stories he went on, In a 
serious vein, to describe the prohibi- 
tion law, a great moral issue In which 
Maine stands in the forefront, of the 
large lumber and fish Interests and of 
the strong, moral fibre and rugged 
simplicity of its people. The last 
speaker was Representative William 
F. O’Brien who gave some impres- 
sions of the life and character of the 
late James G. Blaine. Mr. O’Brien 
wa3 connected with the Associated 
Press during the Blatne-Cleveland 
campaign of 1884 and was located In 
Augusta, Maine. He related In a most 
impressive way, the details of the Na- 
tional Republican Conventions of that 
year, giving side lights on Mr. Blaine's 
character and life during the contest, 
the way he took his defeat and some 
incidents during the years which di- 
rectly followed. He stated In closing 
that this Maine statesman had a won- 
derful memory for faces, names, and 
events and that, notwithstanding he 
had a large following, his defeat was 
largely due to misrepresentation and 
the lack of loyalty among his friends.

SOLDIERS' HOME RECEIVE8 
LEGACY 

The residue of I he estate of John 
Ashton, nmounting to $22,000, was 
awarded to the, soldiers’ homo In Chel- 
sea Wednesday by a decision of Judge 
Charles J. Mclntlre of the Middlesex 
probnte court at East Cambridge. The 
decision wa« given as n result of a 
petition made by Edwnrd 11. Mason, 
the sole surviving trustee of the es- 
lato, to have the court determine the 
meaning of the seventh clause of the 
will. 

The clauae, which was a matter of 
much speculation, provided that after 
the death of two children the residue 
of the estate should bo given to "the 
Massachusetts hospital for diseased 
and wounded soldiers." Claims for the 
money were put In by the soldiers’ 
home In Chelsea, through Secretary 
William M. Olln: the Massachusetts 
homeopathic hospital, the Massachu- 
setts general hospital, Massachusetts 
English cottage hospital, Massachu- 
setts state sanitarium, the Massachu- 
setts hospital for eplliptlcs and the 
Foxboro Institution, 

The will wsb dated December 17, 
1863. It was allowed August 13, 1867. 
The petition for instruction was dated 
September 23, 1908. 

In his decision Judge Mclntlre calls 
attention to the fact that it appears 
that at no tlmeB has there been an 
institution having such a name as that 
designated In the will. "When the 
will was executed the Massachusetts 
general hospital and a hospital devot- 
ed exclusively to treatment of soldiers 
were in existence. He sayB the pro- 
vision in the will is a public char- 
ity and Bhould not be permitted to 
fall because of any uncertainty re- 
garding the particular Institution 
which the testator attempted to indi- 
cate. 

“A number oXf lXnstitutlons expres- 
sed willingness to undertake the man- 
agement of the fund," stated the court, 
“but among them all there is only one 
prepared to receive, treat, nurse and 
care for soldiers whose condition Is In- 
curable; which furnishes a retreat as 
well as a hospital for inmates and 
keeps and expects to care for them 
until their death — the soldiers’ home 
in Chelsea. 

"I feel that the deBire and attempt 
of the testator will be better carried 
out by giving the fund to this Institu- 
tion rather than to any other.” 

SAFETY OF ROAD8 

It would assist the cause of "safety 
on our roads” if attention is called to 
Section 1 of Chapter 512, Acts of 1908, 
recently passed by the Legislature and 
entitled an act relative to the law of 
the road as follows: 

Section 1. Whenever on any bridge 
or way, public or private, there is not 
an unobstructed view of the road for 
at least one hundred yards, the driver 
of every vehicle shall keep his vehicle 
on the right of the middle of the trav- 
elled part of the bridge or way, when- 
ever It is safe and practicable so to do. 
(Section 2 provides a penalty.) 

It is evident from investigation of 
many accidents on the road that a j 
large number of them are caused by > 
failure to observe the safe and sensi- 
ble rule which, by this statute, is j 
made law of the Commonwealth, ap- 
plying to the vast majority of situa- 
tions. namely, “Keep on your own 
right hand side of the road." 

Even in passing on the left of an- 
other vehicle going in the same direc- 
tion, as provided for in Chapter 54 of 
the Revised Laws, a driver should 
have a clear road before leaving the 
right hand side. 

By observing this law at all times, 
drivers of carriages and automobiles 
will not only save themselves from 
possible prosecution in the Courts, 
but will greatly add to their own safe- 
ty and to the safety of other users of 
our roads.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Important Information 
Published by the Health 
Board 

The Hoard of Health will Issue a !! 
pamphlet next week on Tuberculosis * [ 
and of which the following is a copy: 

Within the past half century we *[ 
have learned the true causes of many 
diseases to which the humnn race Is 
Fubject and with this knowledge of _ 
the cause has come a knowledge of ~ 
how to prevent persons from being 
attacked by some of them. In former 
times these diseases appeared In what ' c 
were called epidemics and swept 
through the community causing an int- de 
mense amount of suffering and death, vc 
People are now coming to understand til 
that it is easier and better to try to 
prevent a disease of this description sn 
from gaining a foothold, than it is to er 
try to cure it after it has developed, hi 
One of the most important of these Ai 
bo called preventable diseases is tuber- fa 
culOBis, and it owes its importance to if 
the fact that it is so widespread, and bi 
is responsible for such an enormous in 
number of deaths. fir 

Nearly one-third of all the deaths th 
that occur during the “working period” m 
of life, say from 18 to 45 years of age. cc 
is due to tuberculosis, and it is this be 
fact, namely, that its victims are 
chosen from this period of life, that cc 
make it so important a work to try in 
to check it. or 

Tuberculosis is caused by a small hi 
living organism or germ, which ii th 
known as the tubercle bacillus, or the tu 
bacillus of tuberculosis. In more tech- W 
nical books on this subject it Is often gv 
referrel to as B. tuberculosis. th 

This may attack any part of the wi 
body, and in those cases where it does 
not directly kill its victim, may cause vt 
marked deformities. Thus the hunch- to 
back, with his unsightly hump and al 
weakened health, owes it all to the 
fact that this little gerin has attacked pi 
the bones of the spine causing them to is 
decay. Again when you see a man sh 
limping along the street with one leg pc 
shorter than the other, you know that 
he has had hip disease, or tuberculosis th 
of the hip; or when you see a young In 
girl with unsightly scars on her neck, 
you know that she has had so-called fo 
scrofulous glands, and "scrofula” Is si 
only another name for tuberculosis. m 
When the bacillus of tuberculosis at- si 
tacks the lungs it causes the disease th 
known as consumption. This is per- 
haps the most common manifestation sh 
of the disease and you all are familiar Cl 
with It. w 

When the bacillus attacks the lungs hi 
certain changes take place In tuem due ut 
to its presence there. Roughly speak- ar 
ing the lungs are made up of innumer- 
able little sacs into which the air is w 
drawn at each breath, but after the w. 
bacillus haB gained a foothold some of th 
these little air sacs become solid and pt 
the air can no longer enter. Later cl 
these hard places soften and break cc 
down forming what is known as a cav- 
ity. There Is almost always a cough th 
and the patient spits up the broken fu 
down material. As the softening con- cc 
tlnues it sometimes happens that a cc 
small blood vessel is injured and a oi 
hemorrhage takes place. cl 

Besides these changes in the lungs 
themselves the bacilli produce a pois- si 
on which causes the patient to have ar 
fever, sweating and to lose flesh. The th 
disease goes on from bad to worse kl 
and finally after months, or sometimes 
years, of Buffering and misery the bf 
patient dies, provided nothing has 
been done to help him. nc 

Tuberculosis is what Is known as a ar 
preventable disease; that is, people ot 
can be prevented from catching it if 
they take proper precautions, and we lii 
are at present engaged in strenuous fr 
efforts to lessen the number of Its ot 
victims by teaching people how to a 
•avoid catching It. al 

It is or great importance that a per- 
son who lias consumption should know ue 
that he has it, ot the earliest ]iob- sh 
sible moment, both for Ills own sake be 
and for the sake of others. The best ui 
hope for the recovery of the patient te 
lies in proper treatment in the early o\ 
stages of the disease. fo 

In former times people were afraid th 
lo acknowledge that they had con- es 
sumption or belonged to a con- 
sumptive family, for It was thought al 
that consumption was hereditary, that pc 
is, that It was handed down from par- hi 
ents to children, and the members of 
such a family were looked upon as ar 
doomed to have consumption and ar 
hand It down to their children. We pc 
know that this is not so, and, that con- ly 
sumption Is no more hereditary than tu 
small pox or scarlet fever. lit 

At the present time many people 
fear 10 have known that they have ui 
consumption because they are shunned si 
by their fellows. This shunning of a bi 
person with consumption is not only _ 
unnecessary but absolutely cruel, and 
adds an extra burden to one who has 
enough to bear in Ills Hines.-, alone. 

It should be understood that l he 
careful consumptive, the one who 
faithfully carries out the necessary 
precautions. Is practically harmless 10 
others, and there Is no necessity to 
shun him or to place him in quaran- 
tine. 

In the first place consumption can 
only be spread by the germ of the 
disease gel ting lodging In the lungs of 
the victim, and to do this it must get 
in from the outside. 

The germ can only grow In the bod- 
ies of some muu or animal which 
ha* the disease. 

persons with consumption have a 
cough which Is more or less severe, 
mid when they cough they bring up 
lurge quantities of phlegm, or sputum 
This sputum is loaded with millions 
of these little bacilli. 

1 1 is from the bacilli with which 
this sputum it- loaded that cither per- 
sons catch the disease. Of course the 
bacilli cannot go about by themselves 
and Infect u person, but after the 
sputum has been spit out and dried 
they are set free and may be breathed 
into another person's lungs. Or some 
of the moist sputum may in some way 
adhere to some article used later by 
another person and in that way the 
genus are taken into his system. 

Again when a person with consump- 
tion coughs or sneezes he throws on 
from his mouth or nose a fine moist 
spray which is loaded with bacilli, aud ,

flonts around In the air for a long time. 

In ordinary quiet breathing there la 
very little danger from a consumptive. 

From what has been said It Is evi- 
dent that the consumptive should be 
very careful about coughing and spit- 
ting. 

He should always have at ham) 
small squares of cotton cloth or lin- 
en. which he should hold in front of 
his face when he coughs or sneezes. 
As soon ns one of these has been used 
for this purpose it should be burned. 
If for any reason it is Impossible to 
burn them at once, they may be put 
Into a paper bag and burned at the 
first opportunity. Even better than 
the cloths are the so-called Japanese 
napkins, squares or paper which are 
comparatively cheap. These should 
be burned after use. 

If by any reason the sneeze or 
cough comes so suddenly that It is 
Impossible to use one of the napkins 
or cloths, the consumptive should place 
his hand before hls face to prevent 
the spray from reaching others, and 
turn his head away from other people. 
When the hand is thus used as a 
guard It should be Immediately and 
thoroughly washed with soap and hot 
water. 

A consumptive should always be 
very careful never to Bneeze or cough 
towards another person. He should 
always turn hls head away. 

As it has been shown that the 
phlegm or Bputum of a consumptive 
is loaded with bacilli, the greatest care 
should be taken In regard to the dis- 
posal of it. 

A consumptive should never spit on 
the floor of any building or vehicle nor 
In the street. 

Neither should he use a spittoon, 
for it becomes very quickly covered on 
sides and elsewhere with sputum, and 
must be cleaned by some one. . Be- 
sides this, the spit may fall to strike 
the spittoon and get on the floor. 

When in the house, a consumptive 
should always use some form of spit- 
cup. This may be a simple china mug 
with a large opening and with about 
half an Inch of some disinfectant sol- 
ution In the bottom. Carbolic acid 
and water Is very good for this. 

This cup should be emptied into the 
water closet daily or oftener. and 
washed In boiling water. Even better 
than a china mug are water proof 
paper cups which are comparatively 
cheap and may be burned with their 
contents when full. 

When the consumptive goes out of 
the house he should be equally care- 
ful about spitting. He cannot of 
course take a cup with him, but he 
can, and always should carry a supply 
of paper napkins in one pocket and a 
clean paper bag in another. 

Whenever it becomes necessary to 
spit he must use one of the napkins, 
and then aTter folding it carefully with 
the sputum inside put the folded nap- 
kin In hls paper bag. 

When he returns to the house the 
bag and Its contents must be burned. 

In order that a consumptive may 
not be a source of danger to those 
around him he must be careful about 
other things besides spitting. 

Even the moBt careful person Is 
liable to get moisture on hls lips, and 
from here to hls hands and thence to 
other articles. To lessen this danger 
a man who Is a consumptive should 
always be clean shaven. 

The articles which a consumptive 
uses, such as forks, spoons, glasses, 
should be very carefully scalded In 
boiling water before they are used by 
another person. If possible it is bet- 
ter for the consumptive to have hls 
own articles of this sort, which are 
for his own use entirely. A consump- 
tive should never kiss a well person, 
especially a child. 

A person with consumption should 
always sleep in a separate room if 
possible; if it Is not possible he should 
have a separate bed, and bedding. 

The pillows used by a consumptive 
are especially liable to become Infected 
and should never be used by a well 
person. The bedclothes, and especial- 1 
ly the pillow cases should ever be 
used by another person until they 
have been washed In boiling water. 

Sunlight and fresh air are very val- 
uable germicides, and whenever pos- 
sible the consumptive should have a 
bright sunny, airy bed room.

The humnn body Is so constructed 
that It has the power to resist infec- 
tion. 

If every one who breathed the tu- 
bercle bacilli into bis lungs, caught 
the disease, none of us would escape. 
It is the resisting power of the human 
body which enables us at times to 
breathe the bacilli without danger, 

and In general, the better the physical 
condition In which n peraon Is, the 

greater Is hls power to resist disease. 

There are two conditions requisite 
Tor catching a disease: — 'first, we have 
the specific germ of the disease, and, 
second, the proper condition of the 

body for the germ to grow after It has 
gained a foothold. Fortunately the 

germ of tuberculosis ia not one of the 
very powerful ones and by keeping the 
body In a healthy condition we are 
better able to resist Its attacks. 

It Is therefore of the greatest im- 
portance to take every means possible 
to keep ourselves in a healthy condi- 
tion and there are a few simple things 
to be done which will help us in this 
work. 

The main things necessary are prop- 
er food, fresh air, sunlight, exercise, 
plenty of sleep and the avoidance of 
anything that will tend to weaken the 
body. 

Take plenty of exorcise in the open 
air. Let your food be plentiful, nour- 
ishing and well prepared, and eaten 
at regular hours. Do not eat candy or 
sweetB between meals, and take par- 
ticular pains to chew the food careful- 
ly before it Is swallowed. 

One should be very careful not to sit 
In dark, badly ventilated rooms; a 
badly ventilated, stuffy room is worse 
than one which Is cold. 

Never sleep in a room that has the 
windows tightly closed. Always have 
your window open even in winter. One 
will not catch cold at night, no matter 
how cold the room may be, provided 
the body is properly covered. Put 
plenty of bedclothes over you, and un- 
der you, if necessary, and leave your 
head out to breathe the fresh air. In 
this way you can get a good supply of 
fresh air during the hours that you 
sleep. Besides having plenty of fresh 
air to breathe It is important to 
breathe properly, learn to take deep 
breaths and fill your lungs properly: 
see that there are no obstructions In 
your air passages; breathe through 
your nose rather than your mouth, and 
If you And it difficult to breathe with- 
out opening your mouth you may be 
sure there is some obstruction which 
should be removed. If you consult 
your doctor he will tell you what is 
necessary. 

One frequent cause of obstruction of 
the nasal passages is the presence of 
adenoids. These can be easily re- 
moved by a very simple operation and 
the Improvement in general health 
which follows this little operation Is 
marvellous. 

Finally, do not neglect a cold, but 
take measures to stop It at once. 

So much for the precautions to be 
taken to keep the body healthy, but 
there is one other thing which is of 
importance, and that is don’t worry. 
Don't fret over the danger of taking 
consumption or any other disease. Try 
to live a clean, healthy life and remem- 
ber that the things which you do to 
make yourself a strong, vigorous hu- 
man being, and which help you to en- 
joy life, are the very things which 
will help you to escape tuberculosis. 

Until recently It was believed that 
a person with tuberculosis, and espec- 
ially with consumption was doomed lo 
die, and there- was no hope for them, 
but now we know that this is not ihe 
case: that a person with consumption, 
If taken early enough, and properly 
treated can be cured. The patient 
must thoroughly understand t lie Im- 
portance of the task, and that its suc- 
cess depends as much upon his own 
efforts, as upon those of hls doctor. 

In spite of all this, Ihe cure for 
consumption Is marvellously simple: It 
consists of just four things: plenty or 
fresh air, plenty of good food, plenty 
of rest, and lust but by no means 
least, an luUdligenl doctor to direct 
the patient’s efforts and tell him what 
| he must do, Simple as the cure of con- 
sumption Is, It requires, while it is 
being carried out, infinite care and at- 
tention to dotals. 


Alway# Under One nanagement 


The first thing Is plenty of freBh nlr. 
The consumptive must live out of 
doors In the open nlr ns much ns pos- 
sible. He must make arrangements 
for sitting in the open nir almost nil 
day no matter how cold the wenthcr 
may he. He, must have plenty of 
warm clothing to keep his body warm, 
and if It Is very cold, he may have 
hot water bottles or hot bricks under 
hls wraps to keep him from feeling 
cold. Of course some protection must 
be provided against wind and rain and 
snow. The consumptive should Bleep 
out. of doors also. If there is a bal- 
cony which can bo roofed with canvas, 
no better place for sleeping can he 
found, if there is no balcony to use. 
then there should be plenty of fresh 
air let Into the sleeping room. The 
best wny to accomplish this Is to re- 
move the window sash. Of course the 
body must be covered wllh plenty of 
bed clothes when the weather Is cold. 
This part of the treatment may be 
summed up lit a few words; live in the 
open nlr. and do not be afraid of cold 
weather. In the places where con- 
sumptives are treated you can see the 
patients sitting comfortably out of 
doors, with snow plied many feet high 
around them. 

We come now to the question of 
food. The food of a consumptive 
should be plentiful, nourishing and 
well prepared. He Bhould eat three 
good meals a day, and besides these 
he should drink plenty of good milk 
and also eat several eggs during the 
day. A raw egg beaten up in a glass 
of milk three or four times a day is 
very good. 

The consumptive should not take 
much exercise, in fact, as long aB the 
fever persists he should not take any 
except what Is absolutely necessary, 
he must sit still and devote himself to 
hls cure. 

When the fever has gone he may 
take short walks on level ground, and 
as he grows stronger the amount of 
exercise may be -increased. 

Lastly, every consumptive should be 
under the care of an Intelligent doctor 
who will watch his case carefully and 
tell him exactly what he must do. This 
is fully aB Important as the other three 
things for the consumptive cannot 
properly direct hls own case. 

Do not take any medicine except 
what your doctor tells you to take, 
and obey his orders Implicitly. There 
Is no medicine that will cure consump- 
tion, in spite of the fact that many are 
advertised as cures for consumption. 
Most of these contain alcohol and mor- 
phine, neither of which drugs should 
ever be taken by a consumptive unless 
his doctor orders them. 

Many persons with consumption be- 
lieve that whiskey will help them. 
This is a mistake; it will make them 
feel better for a time but the final re- 
sult will be that they are made weak- 
er. “ 

If your doctor orders whiskey or 
any other form of alcohol, you may 
of course take it for he knows what 
he is doing, but no consumptive should 
ever take alcohol just because he has 
consumption. 

To sum up what has already been 
said — consumption is a disease caused 
by the tubercle bacillus, which Is 
found only In persons or animals who 
have the disease. Most cases are 
caused by the spit of persons who 
have the disease and are careless 
about coughing and spitting, so that 
a careless consumptive is dangerous 
to well persons. 

Healthy persons have a power of 
resisting the attacks of the tubercle 
bacillus, and this power of resistance 
1 b strongest in healthiest persons. It 
Is well therefore to keep strong and 
healthy. To do this a person should 
eat good food, take plenty of exerclBe, 
sleep and fresh air, and avoid any- 
thing which may weaken him. 

A person with consumption has a 
fair hope of being cured, especially if 
he is In the earlier Btages of the dis- 
ease. The cure Is found, not by taking 
drugB, but by freBh air, good food, 
rest and a good doctor, who will tell 
hls patient what he must do, and 
whose directions must be implicitly 
obeyed. 

Finally, the cure Is slow, do not ex- 
pect to be made well in a few weeks; 
have patience, keep up your courage, 
and in time all will be well with you.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The interesting matters at the State 
House are coming thick and fnst at 
least before the committees, altho the 
business actually transacted Is mostly 
routine. 

Last week Thursday, the Taxation 
committee heard arguments in favor 
of taking all the corporation tax by 
the state, instead of diverting half 
to the place where the corporation 
Is located and half to the places where 
the stockholders reside. The present 
law will deprive Newton of at least 
$70,000 income nnd the proposed bills 
would double that amount. The advo- 
cates for this legislation roundly con- 
demn the opposition of Newton and 
Brookline to these measures as "self- 
ish” and I presume they plume them- 
selves on their disinterestedness. This 
legislation In a remarkable degree re- 
sembles that which would turn all liq- 
uor license fees into the state treas 
ury Instead of the one quarter which 
is now received. Newton would large- 
ly benefit by such legislation, but to 
my knowledge no resident, uml cer- 
tainly, no one entitled to represent 
he city, bus ever favored the bills. 
Yet when we are mulcted to the tune 
of $70,000 and possibly $140,000, a 
| serious mutter indeed to our taxpny- 
jers, we are criticized for our opposi- 
tion. Another phase of the subject 
was touched upon by Mr. Slocum when 
be advocated the passage of bills, to 
either postpone the operation of the 
new law relating to distribution of the 
corporation tax until next year, or to 
readjust the basis upon which the 
present state tax is fixed.

representatives of many cities on the 
ground that local governments knew \ 
what they needed and were willing to 
pay for, better than an outside com- 
mission. From our point of Ylew the 
legislation is not required, for, while 
we have a large Indebtedness, It has 
been created for legitimate and per- 
manent Improvements, and is not un- 
duly large for a city of our high valu- 
ation. 

Another hearing, on the general bill 
to authorize all gas companies to 
adopt the so-called Boston sliding 
scale, whereby an increase in divi- 
dends Is allowed for every five cents 
reduction in tbe price of gas, brought 
forth strong opposition from the Pub- 
lic Franchise League which has tak- 
en a real interest in matters of this 
sort. While the gas companies make 
out an exceedingly good case, based 
on the results in Boston, the oppon- 
ents claim that the bill is In reality, a 
scheme to Increase the capital stock 
of the various companies by authoriz- 
ing the capitalization of all the actual ! 
property of the companies. The mat- 
ter Is of general interest, for if a sat- 
isfactory basis can be reached, I be- 
lieve the sliding scale is by far the 
best plan for both the company and 
the consumer. 

Direct nominations were before the 
Election Laws committee on Wednes- 
day, and Mr. Robert Luce made an 
eloquent and comprehensive plea for 
Its extension. Mr. Luce told of the 
difference between the “living bal- 
lot” (as he termed the elected dele- 
gate) and his liability to alteration 
from many reasons, and the printed 
ballot of the direct nomination system. 
The objection to expense Mr. Luce 
deemed without basis in fact, as at 
present, candidates go directly to the 
people, as in the late contest for the 
Republican nomination for lieuten- 
ant governor, and direct nominations 
would, in his opinion be less expensive 
than the present method. Essex Coun- 
ty Is making a strong bid for direct 
nominations whether or not the mat- 
ter is made the subject of general leg- 
islation. 1 believe that the people 
take considerable Interest in this sub- 
ject, even if Representative Garcelon, 
is disinclined to favor it. 

The proposed incorporation of Mas- 
sachusetts College, as briefly stated 
lust week, is receiving tbe careful at- 
tention of the Committee on Educa- 
tion, and a bill will probably be re- 
ported. The matter has aroused wide 
Interest among educators, and Mr. Bur- 
bour has proposed a plan of great and 
peculiar merit. Dr. Spaulding, our 
superintendent of schools, and Master 
E. C. Adams of our High school, are' 
said to endorse the plan which simply 
proposes to bring the professors to 
the students, instead of sending all 
the students to the professors. 

The bill for the benefit of Mrs. Farit- ; 
ham, the widow of our late city engin- ! 
eer will receive a veto from Governor i 
Draper. If the Senate puts the matter | 
before him. That body has reconsider- ■ 
ed Its action at the request of the] 
governor, it is said, ami may kill it 
Instead of sending It to the executive. 

I cannot agree with the governor on 
this matter, altho I fully recognize the 
possibilities of legislation of this kind. 
The Furnham bill has great merit, and 
should be considered by Itself, and not 
In the same class with similar meas- 
ures, presented on political grounds 
1 shall certainly view future vetoes' 
of Governor Draper with less respect, 
after this experience

Considerable opposition is being 
made to the erection of a laundry 
building on Washington street, New- 
ton Lower Falls, altho the proprietor 
1b willing tD comply with about every 
reasonable restriction which has been 
suggested. From a disinterested view- 
point, It would seem as IT such a bus- 
iness would be n benefit to the city, 
instead of a detriment, and that the 
policy of the city should be to encour- 
age and not discourage enterprise.

emperors of the different dynasties of 
China had styles of their own and Im- 
proved upon their predecessors until 
the nrt was brought to perfection in 
the 17th nnd 18th centuries. The 
Chinese preserved grent secrecy In 
their methods, probably because there 
was no government protection. The 
manufnclure of porcelain spread from 
China first to Jepnit ntid thence to the 
countries of Europe, Holland with its 
Delft being among the early nations 
to adopt the nrt. She told of the deli- 
cate work it is to manufacture porce- 
lain ami how easily it Is ruined by any 
slight accident. The methods of pro- 
duction have changed very little from 
the ancient ones even at the present 
time. At a large pottery In Syracuse, 
X. Y., there are to-day about 4000 pot- 
ter's wheels In operation, many of 
them being run by foot power, while a 
large amount of the labor is neces- 
sarily band work. At tills pottery they 
estimate that there Is a loss of about 
25 per cent of all that Is mnde. To 
the Chinese every color, every decora- 
tion had some significance. Often the 
history of a dynasty would be portray- 
ed upon a single piece. 

The story of the familiar "Willow 
ware” which was told lends Interest 
to this design. It seems that a cer- 
tain Mandarin, whose palace is shown 
in the design, had n daughter who fell 
in love much against hor father's will 
with his secretary. On this account 
they determined to elope. It one looks 
carefully there will be found upon the 
bridge In the pattern sometimes two, 
sometimes three figures. When there 
are only two, they are the lovers elop- 
ing lo the Island in the background; 
If there Is a third, it is the angry Man 
darln with a whip pursuing the recre- 
ants to lash them to death. The two 
doveB sometimes shown are symbolic 
of the lovers. A willow tree is con- 
spicuous in the design, and it Is Bald 
that the name of the ware is derived 
from the fact that this elopment is 
supposed to have occurred at the time 
the willow was shedding its leaves. 

Mrs. Stanley spoke of the fondness 
of the Chinese for the blue nnd white 
because it looks cool, while the New 
England housewife ItkeB it because It 
looks clean. The paper was illustrated 
with specimens from Mrs. Stanley’s 
own private collection which contains 
many rare pieces. It Is needless to 
say that the morning was Indeed a 
treat both in the new avenues of infor- 
mation presented and in the privilege 
of viewing the beautiful collection.

UP TO DATE STREET LIGHTING 

All but six of the thirty-two cities 
and towns which light their streets 
with electricity from the Edison Com- 
pany’s service are now using the new 
improved Tungsten street lamps. Sev- 
eral of the bIx towns (probably all) 
will adopt the Tungsten light as soon 
as arrangements can be made for 
changing over old contracts. These 
changes the Edison Company is al- 
ways willing to make. The Edison’s 
attitude In this matter of supplying 
towns with the latest street lighting 
improvements, and affording them the 
beBt possible rateB for service, is heat 
demonstrated in the case of one of the 
towns where a contract for street 
lighting was entered into four years 
ago, the contract to cover a period of 
five years. The Edison Company has 
voluntarily reduced the rates for Btreet 
lighting in that town twice In the four 
years that the contract has run. Such 
advance steps naturally win the hearty 
commendation and co-operation, not 
only of the town officials, who have 
reason to be proud of their official 
foresight, but the inhabitants, who wel- 
come Increased illumination. 

TungBten lamps mean everywhere 
an increase of 40 to 60 per cent, in 
the amount of .light secured, and also 
reduces the coBt in some cases near- 
ly one-half. In every case the cities 
and towns that have adopted TungBten 
lamps have declined to take advantage 
of this economy by cutting down their 
appropriations. They have much pre- 
ferred to increase the amount of light 
and the hours of burning. Until recent 
years there has been a tendency to 
forget the welfare of the worthy citi- 
zens whose duties called them out late 
at night or early In the morning. The 
police, physicians, ministers, milkmen 
and produce dealers have had to stum- 
ble through dark streets as best they 
could, because the average person has 
thought because he is usually in bed 
before midnight that the minority 
could get along in the best way pos- 
sible. That forgetfulness Is passing 
to a great degree, and In many towns 
provision Is made for the special light- 
ing of the streets In the dark hours of 
the early morning for the convenience 
of the milkmen and produce dealers. 

A great element of safety comes to 
the householder and the business man 
by keeping the Btreets lighted after 
midnight. Those late hours are the 
time when the most burglaries and 
other crimes are perpetrated. The 
criminal dreads the light. It is addi- 
tionally important to afford ample fac- 
ilities for his capture, and one or these 
Is bright streets. The Edison Com- 
pany has not been backward in sub- 
stituting these lamps for the old-faBh- 
loned types, in fact, has brought them 
to the attention of city and town of- 
ficials in every class.

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MISREPRESENTED 

Good Idea Club Put in a| 
False Light 

1 tskc plena lire In publishing t he I 
following open letter which lias been j 
Bent 1o the Boston Tost this week: 

To the Editor of the Boston Sunday 
Post. 

Dear Sir: — Referring to the nrticle 
which appeared on page 35 of the 
Boston Sunday Post. March 14, 1909. 
treating of the present nnd future 
work of the Good Idea Chib of Auburn- 
dale, 1 desire to say that the impres- 
sion set afloat as to the underlying 
motives of this organization, its pur- 
poses, scope nnd aspirations, is caus- 
ing considerable unfavorable comment 
which reflects discredit upon both the 
club and its members. 

To correct this Impression, I have 
been requested by the officers of our 
club to write this letter explaining 
the real motives, purposes and Inten- 
tions which has stimulated this move- 
ment. and to point out to your read- 
ers those portions of the article that 
were authorized by me. We expect 
you to place this letter prominently 
before your readers as an act of jus- 
tice to the members of the Good Idea 
■Club, that they may be set right in 
the minds of those who are interested | 
in true education. 

The three most objectionable fea- 
tures of your reporter's version of his 
Interview with me upon which he 
bases conclusions that are strictly his 
own, are embraced in the following 
unfortunate expressions and Infer- 
ences: — 

First, that the Good Idea Club as- 
pires to the establishing of a “New 
Cult;” l 

Second, that thiB organization is pre- 
pared to teach the art of recognizing 
“soul-mates;" 

Third, that physical perfection is 
the sole end in view in the work 
which they have undertaken. 

A careful re-reading of the article 
will partially correct the first impres- 
sion that has resulted In the forego-- 
tag conclusions, and especially that 
portion of it which gives what pur- 
ports to be an extract from the pre- 
amble of the Good Idea Club’s Consti- 
tution: 

“We all agree to work together In 
harmony upon an equitable basis to 
bring into realization the highest 
Ideals of the Good Idea Club, accord- 
ing to the principles of Harmony, 
Equality and Co-operation as set forth 
In the Froebel philosophy which 
trains the three-fold human activity 
to express Itself as a unit, Individu- 
ally, collectively and mutually for 
GOOD In Us* most practical, theoreti- 
cal and idealistic forms.” 

If the following out of this philoso- 
phy in everyday life with the manifest 
intention of applying it to every 
thought, to every feeling and to every 
act, is in effect really establishing a 
■“New Cult,’’ then the members of the 
Good Idea Club must plead guilty to 
"having this ideal in mind while pur- 
suing the work of the club. It iH only 
fair to say, however, that the mem- 
bers of the Good Idea Club take no 
credit to themselves for the discov- 
eries made by your reporter. I pre- 
sume the expression “soul-mates” pre- 
sented itself to his imagination us a 
logical conclusion from a talk we had 
in reference to The Human Limit, a 
Psychophysical Novel by Newbold Haz- 
ard, shortly to be published by the 
club. In pointing out “Perfect Sym- 
metry of Figure Tenet of NeweBt 
Cult,” the Impression has been given 
that physical perfection was the sole 
end and aim of the Good Ida Club. 
"While it Is true that any good system 
of physical culture has strength, re- 
serve power and symmetry for an 
Ideal, we are attempting to go beyond 
this and hope to gain social and men- 
tal strength and resource, by employ- 
ing practical methods that embrace 
high moral standards and Idealistic 
conceptions. In our social gatherings 
which occur on the 27th day of each 
month, we endeavor to unify mental, 
moral and physical health according 
to the good ideas of our members. 
Tills creates u pure and charming at- 
mosphere for both old and young. 

Among the minor flights of fancy 
indulged in by your reporter are: 

His Interview with Mrs. Merrill, 
(whom he has never met) In which 
“wrinkles, halting gaits, longing and 
heart-yearning" are freely discussed 
in connection with the “music of the 
spheres”; 

The gymnasium scene lu the coming 
university where physicians “will be 
In charge to make measunnents and 
chart the progress in every Individual 
case, ro that ull may see the Improve- 
ments”; 

That the three colors of “red. yel- 
low and blue, which Illustrates the 
basis of all, etc.” 

The facts furnished your represen- 
tative set forth our present social 
undertaking according to the three 
fold principle, a proposed system of 
physical culture upon a similar plan, 
and ati ultimate object of a univer- 
sity where various arts and sciences | 
could be pursued at a comparatively i 
small cost to club members. 

The Sunday Post stands for fair 
play. We ask you to publish this cor- 
rection of the adverse impression cre- 
ated iu your last week's issue.

NEW PASTOR 

Rev. Robert W. VanKlrk, who has 
accepted an unanimous call to be- 
come pastor of the Llncoln-park Bap- 
tist church in West Newton, will 
preach his first sermon in the new pas- 
torate April A. He comes to this city 
from the First church In Jackson, 
Mich., after a pastorate there of ex- 
actly six years. 

Rev. Mr. VanKlrk is not only well 
known ns a clergyman but as an inter- 
preter of Browning’s poetry, which 
he has found a delightful diversion. 
He has appeared before many univer- 
sities, college nnd literary clubs to 
present his Interpretations of Brown- 
ing, and next summer will be one of 
the lecturers at the assembly at Lake 
Chautauqua, N. Y., and at the Chaut- 
auqua In Ames, la. 

He was born in western Pennsylva- 
nia of Dutch ancestry who came to 
this country from Holland in 1663 and 
settled on Long Island. He was grad- 
uated from Princeton in 1884 and from 
Lhe Newton theological institution in 
1887. 

His first independent charge was In 
Grand Rapids, Mich., where he re- 
mained four years, during which his 
church nearly doubled in membership. 
He was then called to Ypsllantl, Mich., 
where he had an opportunity of exert- 
ing his influence upon the 1000 stud- 
ents in the Michigan normal college. 
From there he was called to Rockland. 
Me., where he had a prosperous and 
happy pastorate of five and a half 
years. Then he received the call to 
Jackson, Mich., April, 1903. 

Rev. Mr. VanKlrk leaves the Jack- 
son church in an entirely hnrmonlouH 
condition, with a pastorate of nearly 
700. There have been about 40 per- 
sons baptized in the church the past 
few weeks, 30 being young men and 
boys. 

Rev. Mr. VanKlrk has served as a 
member of the state board of state 
missions in Michigan a large part of 
his residence in that state. He was 
chairman of the examining board of 
Kalamazoo college three years, and 
for several years served as president 
of the Carnegie library board in Jack- 
son. 

Lincoln-park church is one of the 
flourishing Baptist parishes of this 
city. Its most recent pastor was Rev. 
Edwin F. Snell, who resigned a few 
months ago to become pastor of a Con- 
gregational church in Mansfield.

THE LINCOLN FARM ASSOCIATION 


From the Appeal of Clarence H, 
Mackay, Treasurer. 

"In August, 1905, the birthplace of 
Abraham Lincoln, a farm of 110 acres 
oented in the blue grass region about 
fifty miles from LonlevlUe, Kentucky, 
was saved from the hands or specu- 
lators by the patriotic act of a private 
ritizen. A few months later the Lin- 
coln Farm Association was formed for 
the purpose of developing the property 
Into a Lincoln Memorial National Park 
thnt should stand forever as a fitting 
tribute to the great President. 

As Lincoln was In every -ense a 
man of the people, it was determined 
that the necessary fund should be 
raised, not by the gifts of a wealthy 
few, but by appealing directly to the 
people themselves. Every man, wo- 
man or child contributing some 
amount from twenty-five cents up- 
ward. should be made an Honorary 
Member of the Association, without 
liability to further dues or assessments 
of any sort; a handsome Certificate 
should be issued to each one, and the 
name should be enrolled in the Per- 
manent Record to be kept always in a 
place of honor at the Park.” 

The fact that mare than 80,000 peo- 
ple have already contributed over 
$100,000 Indicates the favor with which 
the project has been received. 

On February 12th, President Roose- 
velt standing on the .tlte of the eld 
cabin, dedicated the Lincoln Birth- 
place Farm as a permanent National 
Memorial to the great President, nnd 
laid the corner stone of the Memorial 
Building which among other thlngB 
will shelter the Birr. a pi. use Cabin. 

To aid the Lincoln Farm Association 
In procuring funds, Committees have 
been appointed In tlio different siutts 
and these Committees, through the 
Mayors of the several cities, have se- 
cured the appointment of sub-commit- 
tees. 

The Lincoln Centenary Committee 
for the City of Newton appointed last 
week by Mayor Hutchinson, held its 
first meeting at City Hall on Monday 
afternoon. Mr. William C. Bray of 
Newton Centre was appointed Chair- 
man. 

The work undertaken by this Com- 
mittee deserves the hearty support oF 
every man, woman and child In Lhe 
community. Will you not take your 
part in this unselfish, patriotic move- 
ment to honor the memory of the great 
Lincoln, whose first principle was a 
government “of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people?”

To the underhanded methods em- 
ployed by Governor to defeat the 
Farnhom bill ashed for by our city 
government, to which I have referred 
in my State House letter this week, 1 
must now add the charge of incon- 
sistency, for Governor Draper, who 
balks at the idea of authorizing the 
payment of public money for the bene- 
fit of the widow and children of our 
late City Engineer, has already ap- 
proved nn act to authorize the city of 
Springfield to pay money to the widow 
of one of its police officers and an- 
other act to authorize the city of Bos- 
tn to pay money to the widow of E. W. 
Hudson. It Is evident that Governor 
Draper has made an Invidious dis- 
crimination in the Farnham matter. 

The proposal to tax lea, cocoa, lem- 
ons and figs, as outlined in the new 
tariff measure now before Congress, 
will if adopted, cause considerable 
trouble to Republican Congressmen 
all over the country. Tea and cocoa 
are as much necessities of life as cof- 
fee, and while the people of this coun- 
try, apparently care little for taxes 
raised indirectly, when it comes out 
in the open on matters of food and 
drink, some one will have to suffer at 
the polls. 

Attention is called to the appeal of 
the Lincoln Centenary Committee in 
another part of the paper for funds 
towards the Lincoln Memorial. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The Farnham hill was quietly killed 
lost week In the Senate as predicted 
in these columns, and the Governor is 
responsible. This method of defeat- 
ing legislation has been frequently 
used by former executives but I did 
have a higher opinion of Governor 
Draper’s back bone and willingness to 
assume responsibility. The passage of 
this bill was desired. I believe by every 
citizen of Newton acquainted with the 
facts, and its defeat will debar the 
city from paying a little tribute to the 
splendid work of its late City Engin- 
eer. 

Ex-senator Albert L. Harwood of 
Newton Centre and ex-senator James 
H. Valley had an interesting hearing 
on Monday before the joint committee 
on Ways and Means on the charges 
made last fall by candidate Vahey that 
Mr. Harwood, a trustee of the Wrenth- 
ham School for Feeble Minded, had 
profit ted by the sale of land to the 
slate for the Bite of that institution. 
The Newton Centre man had acted as 
counsel for the Farrar estate in tills 
manner and had received several 
checks from the state treasurer in 
making settlements. Mr. Harwood 
flatly denied anything improper In his 
connection with the affair, saying that 
lie had acted as counsel for the Farrar 
estate, when it had run down to a low 
ebb. but that now Percy Farrar was 
able to manage it himself. Of course 
with Newton people, as 1 stated last 
fall, there is absolutely no question as 
to Mr. Harwood's honesty In the mat- 
ter and It is a great satisfaction to 
have it investigated 

The long awaited report of the Met- 
ropolitan Improvement commission of 
which Mr. Henry it. Day of West New- 
ton is a member was sent in Ibis week. 
The commission was appointed to lay 
out a comprehensive plan for the im- 
provement of Boston and the metropol- 
itan district and anything like a brief 
review of the report is impossible. 

Two mutters which will Interest 
Newton people, If the plans of the 
commission are ever realized relute to 
the better transportation to and thru 
Boston and to the construction of a 
purkwuy from Hammond's pond, Cabot 
woods and the lloyd Park route to 
Charles river at Watertown. The lat-

The transportation suggest tons include > 
n four track tunnel betweon the North i 
and SOuth stations r.-ith the North sta- < 
tlon acting as (he terminal for trains 
entering the South station and vice i 
versa. The commission wisely con- 
cludes that it is unwise to recommend 
that these improvements he undertak- 
en at the present time, either l>f the 
state, the city of Boston or the ntetro- 
politnn district. This conclusion Is t 
bnsod on the fact that the total debt 
of the metropolitan district at present 
is over $177,000,000 or 8.27% of the as- 
sessed valuation and the yearly charg- 
es for interest, etc. on this sum is 
25.23% of the yearly running expenses 
of the various municipalities. The 
commission nlso approves the creation 
of one commission to succeed the Met- 
rpolltnn Park commission, the Wnter 
and Sewnrnge commission and the 
Charles River commission, with a met- 
.opolltnn advisory Council composed 
of the mayors and chairman of select- 
men of ihe cities and towns in the 
district. It is snfe to assume that con- 
siderable study will be given the re- 
port of the commission nnd It will be 
some time before Its recommendations 
will receive nctive discussion. 

It is rumored that there will be a 
majority report against all the direct 
nomination bills which have been pre- 
sented to the Legislature this season. 

It Is cerlain that the dlssenterB will 
be assured of a fair hearing and it 
would not surprise me In the least to 
see House Chairman Gnrcelon turned 
down when the final vote is recorded. 

It is also a safe bet that the Senate 
will kill any legislation of this char- 
acter. 

Mr. George H. Ellis of West Newton 
was a speaker before the Education 
committee this week on the proposed 
consolidation of state hoards. He fa- 
vored a board of 0 members and 
thought the present State Board of 
Education was not suited to handle 
modern conditions. 

The House killed the so called 
Vahey bill to authorize juries in mur- 
der eases to qualify a verdict of guilty 
in the first degree with the condition 
“without capital punishment.” The 
vote was 54 to 146. Representative 
Bishop upheld the sentiment of this 
city hy voting aye, while Representa- 
tives Garcelon and Converse lined up 
with the advocates of the old Mosaic 
law. which Is decidedly out of place 
in this twentieth century. 

One of the smoothest atempts to ob- 
tain legislation without publicity was 
the “near" passage of a bill to trans- 
fer the granting of druggists' sixth 
class liquor licenses from local au- 
thority to the State Board of Phar- 
macy nnd to eliminate the advertise- 
ment which has always been a distinct 
feature of the state’s policy in grant- 
ing all forms of liquor licenses. The 
bill was reported from the Public 
Health Committee and had nearly 
completed the legislative formula 
when its effect was discovered. It 
has now gone to the Liquor Law com- 
mittee as it should have, In the first 
instance.

Women’s Clubs. 

Edited by MiB6 Grace M. Burt. 

At the meeting of the Newton Cen- | 
tre Woman’s Club on March 11, Prof.! 
G. H. Palmer of Harvard university 
lectured upon "An Unknown Poet.” 
This poet is known to us through 
translations made by Carmen Sylva. 
On Thursday morning of this week 
Mrs. Lucinda W. Prince spoke of “In- 
dustrial and Vocational Training for 
Girls.'' Her talk included a descrip- 
tion of the work being done at the 
Trades School for Girls which is be- 
ing carried on by the Women’s Educa- 
tional and Industrial Union of Boston. 
Samples of the work done by the girls 
was exhibited and an account of the 
class In salesmanship given. Several 
of t he large firms of the city co-oper- 
ate with this class in helping to make 
it effective. 

Mr. Edward F. Hartman, secre- 
tary of Ihe Massachusetts Civic 
League, spoke before the Social Sci- 
ence Club on Wednesday on the perti- 
nent question of "Billboards and Civ- 
ic Improvement.” Mr. Hartman paid 
his tribute to the power of the wom- 
en’s clubs, saying Unit they possess 
great potentiality. They are taking 


up something of importance nnd ac- 
complishing something. The women 
are recognizing thnt the work of the - 
community is worthy, necessary nnd 
noble. If they make it ro. There are 
unlimited opportunities and possibili- 
ties. Every essential problem may 
be solved by the women. The hill- 
board question may bo entirely solved 
hy them. He stated thnt 90 per cent 
of such advertising Is addressed to 
the women and, if they would tako the 
stand of not buying anything thus ad- 
vertised, It would havo a very poteni 
effect. The billhonrds are In every 
way a nuisance ns well as a blot on 
the landscape. Mr. Hartman felt that 
the most effective way to get rid of 
them Is to appeal to the advertisers, 
to arouse public opinion against the 
existence of these monstrosities and. 
vlien mice public opinion Is thorough- 
ly alive, there will be little danger of 
falling to socure what is wanted. Ho 
cited instances of what has been done 
in many places in this state nnd 
throughout the country toward rid- 
ding ihe country of them and for civ- 
ic improvement generally. The com- 
munity that is dirty outwardly will be 
dirty Inwardly. Hence civic Improve- 
ment ts more far reaching than we at 
first think. It is impossible to take 
n problem and Isolate it, but it must 
be considered in Its relation to others 
of the community. France and Ger- 
many have devised a kind of blllbonrd 
that is really artistic and secure a sub- 
stantial income from them. In re- 
sponse to a question as to the prob- 
ability of being nble to get rid of this 
nuisance ultimately, Mr. Ilnrtman was 
of the opinion thut it will take fifty 
yenrs before it is satisfactorily settled. 

An appeal has been sent to the 
Newton Federation from the master 
of the Independent Industrial School 
asking the co-operation of the mem- 
bers. “One thing which we should 
like to bring to pass,” he writes, "in 
connection with our school Is some 
means of employment for our boys out- 
side of school hours in order to enable 
them to earn some money while In 
school and thus prevent them leaving 
school on account of having to help 
out in providing for the Tamlly. In 
this way we can keep hold on each 
boy two or three years longer than we 
could do otherwise. 

"At present we are equipped for 
simple woodworking and our boys can 
make such projects ns boxes for. 
plants, etc., drawers for tubles or cab- 
inets, picture frames, trellises for 
plants, taborets or tables. In fact any 
small cabinet or carpenter work that 
does not require special machinery. 
We are training them to do such work 
In the most workmanlike manner nnd 
we would not let a piece of work go 
out from our shop that would not be 
satisfactory from the standpoint of 
workmanship."

He asserted that the operation of 
suburban trains under present con- 
ditions by steam power Is not renumer- 
ative. Regarding electrification, he 
said that on account of the great ex- 
pense the railroad was not yet ready 
to adopt It, having other urgent uses 
for its funds. In. conclusion he added: 

"During the past two or three years 
and including the present year the 
New York Central will have sp-jrt 
on the Boston and Albany several 
million dollars in modern equipment 
for third and fourth tracks and sid- 
ings. in enlarging and modernizing 
freight yards and In an up-to-date sys- 
tem of signalling and other Improve- 
ments. These are all essentials to 
the proper, prompt and economical 
handling of business and cannot but 
be reflected in the business develop- 
ment ot the commonwealth. 

"The piers which are being provid- 
ed at East Boston will dock tho largest 
steamers In the Atlantic trade. While 
It would have been a great pleasure 
for me to give assurance that the time 
had arrived for electrification of the 
suburban lines, it has, I believe, been 
shown that there are yet financial 
problems to be solved before the 
change In motive power becomes a 
fact." 

Mr. Sylvester spoke regarding the 
street railway facilities in the several 
cities and towns included in what Is 
popularly known ub the Newton sys- 
tem, pointing out the advance In trans- 
portation made In the last decade.

INTERESTING EXTRACTS 

From the Minority Report of the Payne I 
Tariff Bill 

The following sentences from the 
report of the Democratic members of 
ihe Ways nnd Aleans Committee of 
Congress, on the Payne tariff bill will 
undoubtedly prove of interest: 

The report begins with the general 
statement to which many will agree,— 
A tariff Is a tax paid by the con- 
sumer. The only proper and legiti- 
mate function of a tariff law is to 
raise revenue to supply the needs of 
the Government economically and ef- 
fectively administered. The tariff 
should be so arranged as to bring In- 
to the Public Treasury the largest pos- 
sible portion of the money taken from 
the pockets of the people by its oper- 
ation with the lowest rates or none 
at all on the necessaries of life and 
on luxuries of life the higest consist- 
ent with the prevention of smuggling. 

There are only three ways of curing 
a deficiency: (1) cut down expendi- 
tures: < 2) Increase the taxes: (3) 

issue bonds. To cut down expenses 
which the dominant party seems ut- 
terly unable to do is the wisest and 
most humane way to cure a deficiency. 
To Increase taxes where It can be 
avoided Is unjustifiable and unpatriot- 
ic. To issue bonds, thereby creating 
a new indebtedness Is simply post- 
poning the evil day, for they must be 
paid at last with interest. 

In discussing the wool schedule, the 
report states that Ihe tariff taxes un- 
der the Payne bill will be almost iden- 
tical with those of the Dingley bill 
and concludes with the words, “No 
man, woman or child will ever have 
cause to thank the framers of the 
Payne bill for cheaper or more abuv 
dant clothes and blankets." 

Another pertinent passage is that 
criticising the slight reduction in the 
rate on sugar — "To show how pitiful 
this boon is, let It be remembered that 
the annual per capita consumption of 
sugar in this country is about 80 
pounds: so thnt a person would be 
compelled to eat sugar at the top of 
his speed in order to save one nickel 
in fifteen months, even If the trust 
should be compelled to reduce the 
price of sugar by 5-100 of a cent per 
pound, which most assuredly it would 
not be." Certainly thnt reduction may 
be properly denominated ns a sham." 

"The cost of living for the average 
man is increased; the advantage of 
wealth and power is also Increased. 
Heavy taxes are laid on coffee, ten, and 
substitutes for coffee which with co- 
coa. butter, pepper, mustard, cinna- 
mon, and all llnvors for foods are de- 
clared to be luxuries. While figs, lem- 
ons, etc. are raised iu price without 
hope of incensing the revenue, barley 
is reduced 15 cents nnd barley malt, 20 
cents, the reason for which would be 
interest lug to know. Every article of 
food the laborer must have lo live 
comfortably is heavily taxed: even ihe 
salt on his table is not exempt. This 
schedule was evidently prepared by 
the same mind which bus dominated 
this hill— a mind certainly not tin 
friendly to the great trusts. 

Cotton hose have fallen under their 
greedy gaze, and the tax on them, al- 
ready too much, has been greatly in- 
creased. Cotton goods are more genet- 
ally used than any other class or 
goods by the masses of the American 
people ami every cent of duty laid 
on such fabrics is an additional tax 
on the people least able to pay it. 

The tea tariff is a tax of K and 9 
cents per pound on consumption, and 
Is In direct contradiction of that "free 
breakfast table" about the blessings 
of which we heard so much when raw 
sugar was put on the free list in the 
McKinley bill. If a free breakfast 
table was a desirable thing In 1899. 
and It undoubtedly was, it is an equal- 
ly desirable thing now. This tea tax 
will probably bring into the Treasury 
something like $7,000,000 per annum, 
and it Increases the cost of living by 
the same amount. That sum. or twice 
or thrice that sum could ha\e been 
added lo the revenues by reducing the 
exorbitant rates on woolen niunufac 
i u ■ $ alone, and at the same time re- 
ducing the cost of living, which hue 
increased to an alarming extent In the 
last few years.

In paragraph 553 as to coffee we 
find another joker similar to the one 
as lo petroleum. Ostensibly coffee is 
placed on the free list, but by reason 
of the proviso as to countervailing 
duties, it really places a tariff on cof- 
fee equal to the export duty levied 
upon it by the exporting country from 
which it comes. For example, If Bra- 
zil levies an expon duly of 8 or 10 
cents per pound, then we must clap 
a tariff rate of 8 or 10 cents a pound on 
all coffee Imported from Brazil, which 
arrangement really authorizes Brazil 
and other coffee-exporting countries to 
fix our tariff duties on coffee. This 
may be a delightful situation for the 
coffee-exporting countries and for our 
Treasury Department, but it will not 
bring joy to the heart of the American 
coffee consumer, who must pay both 
the export duty levied by the other 
countries and the import duty levied 
by our own Government. 

The report concludes with this 
statement: 

The bill is in many respects crude, 
indefinite, sectional, and prohibitive. 
It seems to us from our ex-amination, 
which was necessarily hasty, that on 
the whole it increases the cost of liv- 
ing. For example, it will increase the 
price of hosiery about 30 per cent, and 
certainly nobody will claim that hos- 
iery is a luxury in this day and gener- 
ation. Alany increases of the sort 
might be mentioned. In numerous in- 
stances the protection exceeds the en- 
tire labor cost of production. This can 
not be defended on any ground what- 
soever, even by a standpatter. In all, 
the reductions, both apparent and real, 
fall far short of the substantial relief 
which the people were led to expect.

WEST NEWTON PLAY GROUND 

In considering a site for a play 
ground, the citizens of West Newton 
who have been requested to state 
their preference ns to the moat desir- 
able of the three lots mentioned, 
should take into consideration the 
fact that it is 1o provide for the chil- 
dren of West Newton, and for them 
alone. Therefore, the most centrally 
located, should be the most desirable. 
The lot known as the “Common'' at 
the corner of Webster and Elm 
streets is ns central as enn possibly 
be. It has been used for a ball field 
for 50 years or more. I fall to see 
that the other lots possess any requi- 
sites which render them as desirable 
and each of them are undesirable in 
that they are so far front the centre 
many children would be deprived of 
the privilege of using them. 

A separate play ground should be 
provided for the younger boys and 
girls, not only for their physical safety, 
but to shield them from hearing the 
rough language liable to be used by 
men and boys. There are suitable 
places owned by the city, which are 
now' used to quite an extent and 
could be very easily equipped with 
such appliances as are necessary, 
namely, the plots at the junction of 
Putnam and Washington streets, one 
at the junction of Felton and Wash- 
ington, and a part of Lincoln Park 
could be used to advantage.
